Preamble :- Whereas it is necessary to provide for the appropria 
tion of certain further moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of the State 
of Kerala for the service of the financial year commencing on the 1st 
day of April, 1963 ; 

Be it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the Kerala appropriation 
(No. 4 ) Act, 1963. 

2. Further appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund for the financial year 
commencing on the 1st April 1963. - The State Government may 
appropriate out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala, for the 
financial year commencing on the 1st day of April , 1963. a further sum 
not exceeding twelve lakhs, forty -five thous .nd and five hundred rupees 
being moneys required to meet 

(a ) the supplementary grants made by the Kerala Legislative 
Assembly for that year, as set forth in Column (3) of the Schedule ; and

Be it enacted in the Fourteeth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title - This Act may be called the Kerala Appropriation 
(No. 5 ) Act, 1963. 

2. Issue of Rs. 1,98,24,497 out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Kerala to meet certain excess expenditure for the year ended on the 31st March , 
1961. - From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala , 
the sums specified in column (3) of the Schedule amounting in the 
aggregate to the sum of one crore, ninety-eight lakhs, twenty-four 
thousand, four hundred and ninety -seven rupees shall be deemed to
